Now that it can be expected that at an early date there wilh 
be less investigative work involved in connection with the Loyalty

ents time, but since we are now concentrating on key figures and those identizied

Our Security Index .-was ‘originally ‘established in ones that all indi- 

viduals determined through security investigations to be danzerous to the internal 
security of the nation in time of emergency micht he catalogued for annsdiats ap- 
mrehession ond cetinticn. In the gist, 2% has “been uur puLicy to include in tre 
Index only the nanes of those individuals who have been the subjects of completes 
security investigations. As you know, because of personnel limitations we have 
never attempted to investigate all of the members of the. Communist Party which to- 
day has approximately 59,000 members. Our security investigations have been se- 
lective and we have investigated only the more active members of the Communist 
Party and have included in the Security Index out of the nunber investigated only 
the names of those individuals who it would appear would constitute an actual 
threat to the security of the country in time of an emergency. we have today 
10,7) subjects catalogued for apprehension and detention. 


With the advent of the Loyalty Progran, however, in 1947 all Gevern- 
ment employees, with respect to whom disloyal information was available, were 
made the subjects of loyalty investigations. These loyalty investigations have, 
in many instances, borne ut the original allegations of disloyalty. Therefore, 
the first problem now becomes apparente 


First Problem  -: 


Should all employment in the Government be considered of such a criti- 
cal nature that in the event of an emergency all Government employees, regarding 
whom disloyal information was developed during our loyalty investigations, be ap- 
prehended irrespective of the positions they may hold?

The gitestion wnich immediately presents itself is - does clearance by the 
loyalty Hearing Board automatically act as a bar to the apprehension of the 
employee for security purposes in time of an emergency? 


The third question rhich should be resolved, in the event it is de- 
cided that the Government employees in question are to be included in the Se- 
curity Index, is should the employing agency of the Government be informed in 
advance of our intention to apprehend their enployees. It can be anticipated, 
of course, that if we inform the heads of Government agencies that we intend 
to apprehend certain of their employees during a time of emergency that infor- 
mation with respect to our Security Index program will, in all probability, 
become public knowledge. I feel that this point should be carefully considered 
in connection with this cver-all probleme 

Snasmuch a5 the problems enumeratea above Anvales esricus Gusstions 
of over-all policy, 1t 18 bdeileved that tne matter should be presented to the 
Attorney General for a decision in order that future embarrassment to the 
Bureau in connection with our Security Index program may be avoided.

The individual Supervisor on the Atomic Energy Desk reviewing such a report marks 
it "Sub-Derog" and routes it to the Number One Man in the Section. The Number 
One Man reviews the report to determine what other sections of the Bureau have a 
possible interest in the case and in the event it merits consideration for possible 
dnelusion in the Security Index he routes it to the Internal Security Section. 


When it is received in the Internal Security Section it is reviewed 


there and if the derogatory information contained therein falls within the stand- 


ards set, the nase of the subject is included in the Security Index files There 

4s no separate part of the Security Index, however, devoted to Atomic Energy sub- 
jects. A check, however, has revealed that there are approximately 20 such in- 
dividuals listed in the Security Index. During this check it was determined that 
although these individuals were working on Atonic Energy facilities, not all of

"2, In the event it is decided we should have such individuals 
listed in the Security Index should the Atcmic Energy Con- 
missicn be notified in advance of our intenticn to appre- 
nend and detain their employees in the event of ai emergency? 
(It would appear that such notification to the Atomic Hnergy 
Commission might be necessary sufficiently far in advance 
of any contemplated apprehensions to enable the Atomic 
Energy Commission to arrange replacements for the so-called 
indispensable employees. 


3. Should the names of individuals employed by Atomic Energy 
on whom "Sub-Derce" information has been developed be re= 
tained in the Index rhich is being maintained on the 
Atomic Energy Desk of the Bureau? 


I feel that individuals erplcyed on Atomic Energy projects should 
not be listed in our Security Index, but should be retained in their present 
form on the Atomic Energy Desk. I also feel that the approximately 20 names 
we now have listed of employees on Atomic Energy projects should be deleted 
from the Security Index and mace a porticn of the Index maintained on the 
Atomic Energy Desk. I feel that these names should be deleted from the Se- 
curity Index since in the event ef an emergency our task of apprehending the 
thousands of individuals now catalogued in our Index will reach such Herculean 
proportions that we will not have tine during that period to be making ex- 
ceptions regardin, certain individuals or greups of individuals whose names 
appear in the Index.

In accordance with the Insvector's suggestion, you may wish to 
have these problems considered by the Executives Conference. After a decision 
has been reached, in the event you believait feasible to do so, the entire 
matter will be completely worked out with officials of the Atomic Enerzy 
Commission in such a manner that responsibility with respect to Atomic Enerzy 
employees will be fixed. This will then insure that the Eureau will not ode 
placed in the position of being subject to criticism for having failed to carry 
out its responsibility in protecting tho internal security of the nation.

The list will be furnished monthly upon the completion of the 
transfer of all information to the IE cards. The list itself will be run 
off by the Statistical Section from the IE! cards in alphabetical groups 
identifying the individuals only by their name and date of birth. The list 
will be prepared in duplicate, an original and copy. A cover letter is 
prepared for _. . _.y The Assistant to the Attorney General, which 
cover letter is prepared without any thin white copy. One thin white tickler 
is prepared and of course the yellow copy. The Security Index list will 
be personally delivered to of the Departuwent by a representativ 
of the Internal Security Unit. As given to it will consist 
only of the original copy of the list prepared by the Statistical Section 
and the original copy of the cover letter. The tickler copy of the cover 
letter as well as the carbon copy of the Security Index list will be main- 
tained as a tickler by the Security Index Desk. No copy of the list will be 
sent to the files of the Bureau with the yellow copy of the letter. 


At the end of the month when a new list is prepared and delivered 
to the Department the list which was previously furnished will be retrieved 
and returned to the Bureau where it and its tickler copy will be destroyed. 
Under this practice only one cepy of the list will ever be outstanding and 
away from the Bureau.

Department in October 198 and the various supplements which were furnished 
since that time, please be advised that these have all been returned to 

the Bureau and have been destroyed with the exception of the two thin white 
copies of the supplements dated November 9, 1948 and November 15, 1948. The 
. Department has been unable to locate these. Therefore, at the present time

To advise you of tne apparently loose handling of information 
pertaining to the Security Index oy other Agencies of the Government. 
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You will recall that in October, 1948, the Bureau began furnishing 
the Attorney General the list of individuals appearing on the Securivy Index 
in accordance with his request. Later he was further advised that this 
list contained individuals who were in some manner connected with the 
Atomic Energy Prograa. On July 29, LOLI, - ; , The Assistant 
to the Attorney General, requested the nanes of the individuals who were 
so connected with the Atomic Energy Program appearing on the Security 
Index list. The names of the twelve teste dusts ters, furnished tS 


on August h, 179. 


On Auzust 31, 19h9, advised that he had talked to "an 
official" of the Atomic Mergy Commission concerning the twelve individuals. 
Of the twelve, the Atomic snergy Commission was particularly interested 
in four of them, eight of then having apparently no connection as enployees 
of the Atomic Enorgy Comission. requested that if any additional 
information should be available concerning any of the individuals it be 
furnished to the Atomic Energy Commission, and if any information were 
developed concernin; the eight individuals who apparently had no connection 
with the Atomic Energy Commission were in fact connected with the Progran 
that he be advised. 

Accordingly, requests were maje of various Field Offices to 
determine the cursent status of the individuals in question. 


On September 7, 1919, _ of the Personnel Clearance 
Section of the Atomic Energy Comission advised the Liaison Section that 
he had obtained information that four individuals presently connected 
with the Atomic Energy Commission were on a list maintained by the Bureau 
to be picked up in the event of an emergency. He requested any additional 
information available concerning these four individuals. At that time 
a review of the files reflected that the Atomic Energy Commission had 
been furnished all pertinent information available in the Bureau files 
concerning these individuals, and he was so advised.

As a result of the recent investigative activity, it was 
verified that five of the individuals are vresently emploved by the 
Westinghouse Company in Pittsburgh, Fenasylvania. The Atomic Energy 

__ Commission advised on September 1), 1949, that that CosmiSsion presently. -... ...- 
has a classified working contract with the Yestinghouse Company at 
Pittsburgh. These five individuals are not exployed by the Atoric 
Energy Comission, sut are employed in a facility wherein the Atomic 
Energy Commission has classified contracts. One individual was found 
to be still employed by the =lliott Company at Jeannette, Pennsylvania. 
This individual forzerly worked on classified contracts and projects 
for the Atomic Energy Commission, and the Elliott Company is an inactive 
facility of the Atomic Energy Commission which still possesses restricted 
data of the Commission, according to the Atomic snergy Commission on 
September 19, 1949. 


Six of the individuals were actually employed on facilities 
of the Atomic Enerzy Commission. In the interim of this activity, the 
recent investigative work has revealed that three of them have been 
dismissed. Two are still employed and one case is presently being 
processed for security reasons. 


OBSERVATIONS: 


Personnel Clearance Section of the Atomic inergy Commission indicating 
that he had knowledge of the Security Index list and the fact that he 
in turn had apparently received it from some other individual at the 
Atomic Energy Commission, it appears that the existence of the Sureau's 
Security Index, even though of a most confidential nature, has been 


In view of the telephone call from '. of the 


very loosely handled. It would further appear that the Atomic Energy 
Commission has not fully appreciated the extremely confidential nature 


of such an Index. 


RECOMMENDATION: 


1. If you approve, it is recommended that the attached letter be 
directed to ma ee 8 » advising him of the present status of the 
twelve individuals. It will point out to him that six of the individuals, 
though not directly employed by the Atomic Energy Commission, are employed 
in contract facilities of the Atomic Energy Commission and, as such, the 
particular facility is involved in the Atomic Energy Program. 


: It will further point out to him that recent investigative 
activity has revealed that three of the six Atomic Energy Commission 
employees have been severed from their employment and that only three 
Commission employees are presently on the list. 
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Lastly, it will be pointed out to . that all pertinent 
information concerning all the individuals has previously been furnished 
to the Atonic Snergy Commission. 5 


2. It is further recommended that the Liaison Section contact 
the Atomic Enersy Cormission and point out to then that the Bureau

RELATED MATTERS -- From the standpoint of efficiency, econory, sisorvision and 
adequate handling the Bure2u desires that the investigntive procedures and 

steps and the administrative handling of ell matters relating to the investigations 
of individuels under the security characters be aa uniform throauchout the fteld 

as possible. However, the Bureau does realize that the volume of work which 

the number of individuels, as well as the particular or peculiar local cireum- 
stances, create, does present diverse problems of administration. This may be 
graphicelly illustrated by a gaia totals on the Security index and 
Communist Index Cards. 


Offices vary from one Security Index Card to 2 high of 1, 842 Security 
Index Cerds and similarly vary from 14 Communist Index Cards to a nigh of 39,700 
Communist Index Cards. Obviously an administrative procedure used for a particu- 
lar purpose set up for a small volume would be wholly inadequate for an office 
with ea large volume. Reversing this thought, an administrative procedure set 
up for a lerge volume would, of course, be cumbersome and probably unnecessary 
for en office with a small volume. Therefore, ae basic level of wniformity must 
be strived for. ‘ A 

Within this framework of uniformity, however, the Bureau realizes the 
necessity of 2llowing and permitting 2 loeal approach to varticular_administra- 
tive or investigative problems. 
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In order to obtain uniformity and efficiency of operation there follow 
herein new instructions pertaining to various aspects of the Security Index 
Program. It is expected that each Special Agent in Charge and every Special 
Agent will take steps immediately to make each office's procedures conform with 
these instructions. These changes result from the various suggestions and 


observations obtained from the monthly self-inspection of the pica Index 


and an intensive study of this problem at the Bureau... ... *.---—--- .-—- 


Should it be found that after reviewing these instructions some 
particular local problem or suggestion appearing in the inspection reports can 
not be resolved by this Bulletin, you should immediately prepare a communication 
to the Bureau setting forth the problem involved and the suggested solutions. 
The Bureau will thereupon give consideration to your particular problem. 


THE SECURITY INDEX ARRANGEMENT 


In order to clarify the instructions pertaining to the arrangement of 
the Security Index, Section 87 E (4) (C) of the Manual of Instructions is being 
rewritten as follows: 


The Security Index shall be prepared on 5 x 8 white cards. The index 
itself is to be prepared in two sections. The original Security Index card shall 
be filed geographically in accordance with the needs existing in the particular 
office. For exemple, where necessery it should be broken dow by state, county, 
city and, if conditions warrant, into precincts. Under each geographical break- 
dnwn the cards should be filed nlnhahetically, It will no longer he necessarr 
to seperate and maintain breakdowns as to orgenizational affiliation or nation- 
alistic tendency e.g. Communist Perty, Socialist Workers Party, etc. When the 
occasion demands, this card may readily be drawn from tne geographical section 
of the Index and utilized by the apprehending Agent. It is this card which 
must be tabbed under the Detcom and Comsab prograzs. a 


A duplicate card shall be prepared which shall be filed alphabetically. 
This card will be identical in appearance to the geographical card. It will be 
_maintained in a strict alphabetical order without any breakdown whatsoever. It 
will be in the nature of a control card; and when the original card is withdrawn 
from the geographical index for apprehension purposes, an appropriate notaticn. 
shall be made on the duplicate card in the elphabetical section for the purpose 
of administrative handling.

CONTENTS AND APPEARANCE OF CARD 


(1) The Security Index card should contain on the front side the following 
information: 


(a) Name and aliases 
(b) Race ow 
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(c) Sex 
. (a) Citizenship (Native born, naturalized or alien) 
- (e) Orgenizational affiliation or Nationnlist tendency (Communist, 
Socialist Workers Party, etc.)

present until such vital industry list has been obtained and

(2) In addition, the reverse side of the original (geographical) card 
should contain the following: 


(a) Complete description 
(b) Photograph 


(3) If any of the above items are missing, with the exception of a photo- 
graph, the case should not be closed. However, the absence of information con- 
cerning race, sex, citizenship, date and place of birth and description should 
not deter the prepnration of 2 Security Index Card where one is otherwise 
warrented. The case should be left in 2 pending status and active investigation 
should be conducted to determine such iters of information as are missing. It 
49 not desired that a ense be left in a pending status merely to obtain a 
-pnoiogeaph. Evexy cffsrt should te made to obtain © rhotoeranh during the 
course of the investigation, however. Nothing should appear on the Security 
Index card which does not appear in the subject's case file. 


For your guidence there is attached hereto a model Security Index Card. 
The front side, of course, sets forth all information required. Additionally, 
the residence and business addresses cre set up approximately onechalf way down 
the card with spaces under each for severel additions and ccrrections. 


; It is not desired that you institute any lerge project at the present 
time to change the form of Security Index Cards in your office. However, as 
corrections are made and new cards are needed the sample form of preparation 
should be used. It is expected that within e period of time sll the cards 
throughout the field will be prepared in this uniform manner. 
° 


As an aid to the inclusion of descriptive data concerning the subject 
on the reverse side of the card, the uniform field photograph stamp used on tne 
back of photogrephs may be used on the back of the Security Index Card. This 
wmiform stamp, you will note, also.calls for the date on which the photograph 
was taken. Additionel descriptive information, such as the subject's possession 
of firearms, his potentinl dangcrousness, etc., should also be included as de- 
seriptive information on the back side. The stamp ghould not be tonsidered as an 
all inclusive description ind additional information should be added where 
necessary for a fuller description. 
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FORMS FOR USE WITH THE SECURITY INDEX AND RELATED MATTERS . 


(1) ° Form FD122. There is atteched hereto a copy of the revised form 
FD122, The old form in the past was used to recormend the preparation of a 
Security Index card. The revised form in the future will serve two purposes, 
namely, (1) to recommend the preparation of e Security Index card es in the 
past; and, (2) to advise the Bureau of any revisions or additions to the Security 
Indeg cord. The revised form calls only for factual data and it will no longer 
be necessary to prepare 2 replica of the cord. In reference to the last line of 
the form calling for dota as to the individual's connection with e vital or 
strategic installation or industry, you are instructed to disregard this item 
of information for the present. Separate instructions concerning this aspect 
are under preparation and will shortly be furnished to the Field. 
Henceforth, Form FD122, when used to recommend the preparation of a 
Security Index Card, should de prepared in triplicete. The original and thin 
white will be forwarded to the Bureau and, of course, a copy will be retained 
in the field office case file. If the recormendation is enproved by the Bureau, 
the Bureau will retwm the thin white copy to the office requesting the Security 
Index Cara approprietely stamped "Prepare Security Index Card." This thin copy 
bearing the Bureau's response shall be filed. The card can then be prepared by 
the field office. 


When using the form to accomplish eny revision, or addition to the 
Security Index Card, only the item or items being revised or edded should be set 
forth. When used for this purpose, only the original copy need be furnished to 
the Bureau. : 


Care should be taken to insure the proper selection of the opening a 
paragraph, option depending upon which of the two uses is being made of the form. 


(2) _ Form FD128. There is attached hereto a covy of revised Form FD128. 
You will recall that the old Form FD128 wae used in the past to transfer A ~ 
Security Index Card from one division to another and autometically changed the 
office of origin without requesting the Bureau to make such a change. This form 


has also been revised and will serve the same purpose s before. However, by 


the use of this form, it is now permissible to change the office of origin without 
prior Bureau authority in security cases where the individual ia not the subject 
of a Security Index Card. This can be accomplisned by using the proper options 

on the form. You will note that the form, as revised, calls for several additional 
items of information to ,be indicated for the benefit of the Bureau and the new 
office of origin. Only those items which are applicable to the particular case 
would be checked. Before executing this form, however, it is absolutely 

essential that the new office of origin have verified the new addresses of the 
subject. 

(3) Form FD119 has been discontinued. You will recall that this form was 
used in order to amend or chonge the Security Index Card. In lieu of the form 
FD119, you are now instructed to use the revised form FD1l2e2, 
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You are also instructed to discontinue the practice of having local 
law enforcement agencies verify the eddresses of Security Index subjects.. In 
this connection you are instructed to destroy Form FD110 which form wos a 
request of the Uolice Departments to verify the stated. addresses. 


Obviously you should destroy all your old forms FD119, FD122, and 
FD128 when. you have received your. new eupply. Orders for. the-tevised forms ie 
FD122 and FD1Z8 should immediately be submitted to the Bureau. 


PROCEDURE IN HANDLING CASE WHERE SECURITY INDEX CARD IS RECOMMENDED 


In order that a uniform field procedure cen be adopted and that 
individuals who have been recommended for the Security Index, but who have as 
yet not been approved by the Bureau, will at all times be at the attention of 


the field office so recommending, the following procedure must immediately be 
instituteéd:. 


Present instructions permit the submission of a closing report when 
all necessary and required information hes been developed and when a recommends- 
tion for the preparation of e Security Index cerd has been submitted to the 

_Bureau. In the future the report should be submitted in ea pending inactive 
status and the case should be so kept until the response from the Bureau hes 
been obtained relative to the preparation of the Security Index Card.

CHECKING AND POSTING ADDRESS VERIFICATIONS OF SECURITY INDEX CARD SUBJECTS 


It 18 recommended where the volume of Security Index dictate that 
form FD154 be used when verifying the addresses of Security Index card subjects. . 


; If a form FD154 is not used in the mechanics of verifying the addresses 
it is desired that a notation be made on the last form FDI54, FD122, or FD128 
appearing in the case file reflecting the:subject's current addresses, the date 
the addresses were verified. This is being done. to insure that the file will 
eontain all information concerning the status of the case and it will also per- 
mit the file to come to the attention of the Agent or Supervising official to 
determine if any additional ection ia warranted at that time in the case. 
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The method by which Security Index nddress checks are followed by the 
supervising official and the administrative menner in which it is handled is 
solely within the judgment of the Special Agent in Charge. The basic rule 
must be remembered that the Security Index must at all times be kept in a 
current status and addresses must be checked at least every six monthe. Whether

(1) As set forth in the Manual of Instructions the Detcom program is 
concerned with individuals on the Security Index who are to be given priority 
arrest in the event of apprehension of security index subjects at the time of 
an onergcney. As such, the origins! (geographical) Security” Index Cords of 
individu.ls falling into the following categories must be tapbed for Detcom: 
2) All tov functionaries 
(b) All key figures 
(c) All individuals tabbed under the Comseab program 
(a) Any other individual who, though he does not fall in the 
above groups, should be given priority arrest beceuse of 
some peculiar circumstances. 


No effort should be made to distinguish between the various degrees of priority. 


(2) In connection with the Comsab progran your attention is again directed 
45 tho Menuel of Instructions pointing out that Communist individueis, either 
because of their training or because of their position relative to vital or 
strategic installations or industry, should be considered under this progrem. 
Where individuals are tabbed under the Comsab program they must also be tabbed 
under the Detcom program. As eet forth above, the Comsab program is a portion 
of the Detcom progrem. | oe

¢3) The Security Inaex Cards should be tabbed as: follows: 


They should be tabbed with a metal signal tab attached to the ecard. 

“All individuals tabbed under the Detcom program should be tabbed with = colored 
tab and those tebbed under the Comsab program should be tabbed with a contrasting 
colored tab. The Security Index Cards of Detcom and Comsab subjects should not 
be of any particular distinguishing color. All Security Index Cards should be 
the standard 5" x 8" white cards. Seperate colored cards should not be used 

for Detcom, Comsab, key figures, top functionaries, ete. The Security Index 
Card, however, should contain the code word applicable, that is, Detcon, Coms2b 
or toth. (See model Security Index Card attached) 


(4) In the event of the transfer of the subject of a Security Index Card 
which card has been tabbed for Detcon, Comeab, or both, such tabbing is auto- 
matically deleted by both the new office of origin and the Burenu. It is, 
therefore, incumbent upon the new office of origin ta consider the subject in 
the light of these programs and determine if the subject is to be tabbed under

either or both of these programs. The new office of origin should so ndvise 
the Bureau. This rule is similer to that governing the transfor of Security 
Index.

(5) Obviously, if an individual no longer fits the stendsrds under either 
the Detcom or Comsab programs, such desigation should be delejed. It is

KEY FIGURES 


Previous inetructions concerning the method by which the key figure 
list is to be maintained are again called to your attention. You will note that 


“the Bureau does not require a specific method. The number of key figures 4 


particuler office has will govern the method which is used. The list may be 
kept by a simple list system, by maintaining & file wherein all edditions and 
deletions to the list are reported or by a card index system. The Bureau does 
not desire, however, thet the Security Index cards of any vey figures be tabbed 
as such. The key figure list should be maintained separate from the Security 
Index. Of coyrse, 211 key figures will be tabbed wider the Detcom orogran. It 
should be clearly borne in mind that the Security Index is en apprenension list 
and the key figure list is but an edministrative set-up.

COMMUNIST INDEX 


In order that the Communist Index will be miformly understood, arranged, 
and hendled throughout the field the following complete instructions are being 
set out concerning it. Where instructions conflict with previously issued in- 
atructions regarding this index this Bulletin will govern. 


(2) PURPOSE 


The Cormunist Index should be prepared so as to have a ready record in 
the wey of 2 complete elphabetical index separate and distinct from the general 
office indices representing those identified persons who, in the light of ever 

chenging conditions, snould be continually borne in mind from the stendpoint of 
' the security of the country with a view to possible investigation, interrogation, 
. or action under the Security Index program. ; 


Within this purpose the Index ray additionally serve es an edministra- 
tive aid and working index rerlecting e central repository of the names of All” 
individuals having an affiliation with the Communist Party or similer ideological 
groups r) aa % : 


(2) INDIVIDUALS TO BE INCLUDED 

‘This Index should contain the names and other information as to those 
persons who may be described as Communists in the brond sense of the word. There- 
fore it will include those persons wao have been affiliated. with the Communist 
‘Party or other similer ideslogical groups and es such heve (1) been present or 
past subjects of Security Index Cards, (2) been rerorted past or vresent members 
or (3) thru their activities and expressed sympathies strongly indicated affilia- 
tion or agreement with such ideologies. 


(3) CONTENTS OF THE INDEX CARD:

If it is desired that additional information appear on the card, the 
Bureau should be advised as to the exact type of information so desired to te 
placed on the card, end consideration will be given by the Bureau to authorizing 
puch edditionel information. However, before the Bureau will eutnorize additional 
inforration, it will be incumbent upon the particular office to show that such — 
information serves a day to day value. Additionally, if other information ig 
added thereon, the office will be under an obligation to keep such additional 
information in a current and up-to-date status at all times. 


(4) ARRANGEMENT AND PHYSICAL SET-UP OF THE INDEX 


Index Cards should be maintained in a strictly alphabetical errange- 
ment. No breakdowns or sub-divisions should be made as to orgenizational eaffili- 
ation, geographical location, eto. The card should preferably be @ 3" x 5" plain 
white card. — ;

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(5) TRANSFERS, REMOVALS AND DELETIONS OF CARDS 


Communist Index Cards should be maintained in the Index indefinitely 
and no project should be undertaken to keep the Index in a current status. 
Individual cards should be retained in the Index even though 2 subject moves 

to a place within the jurisdiction of another field division, is imprisoned, 
enters military service, or departs from'the Continental United States or 
territorial possessions. Cards may be destroyed if it is found that they should 
rightfully never have been prepared in the first instance or upon the death of 
a subject. No investigative or administrative effort should be expended solely, 
however, to purge the IAdex of decensed individuals or to keep the cards in an 
up-to-date status. It is mandatory only to destroy Communist Index ecards on 
individuals who subsequently become confidential national defense informants 

or established sources of information in the national defense field.

Individuals investiqited during the course of the sbove type of cases 

should constantly be borne in mind for inclusion in the Security Index. If the 
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individual otherwise meeta the standards of potential dengemusness or dangerousness 
required for the inclusion of his name in the Security Index and your office is 
not in a posttion to give this individual continuous ‘invostimtive and curveillancc 
attention in the event of an emergency he should be included in the Security Index. 
He must also be borne in mind for inclusion in-the Communist Index. It will be 

the primary responsibility of the investig:ting agent ond the supervising official 
in the Field to mike the eppropriate recommendetion for the preperation of a 


__.__ Security Index Card. At the time the recommendation is made there must be borne ~~ 


in mind the necessity of having a summary type report concerning the 

subject's activities prepared if a report or reports have not previously been 
prepared on him as an individual for submission to the Division of Records of 
the Department of Justice. The fact that an individual is an espionege subject 
should not alone deter the preparation of a Security Index Ca ard, in view cf 

the fact that such an individual will be carried in the Special ‘Section of the 
Security Index, Form FD122 will carry in the ception the appropriate character 
under which the subject was investigated e.g. "John Doe - Espionage - R." 


LOYALTY OF GOVEPINGNT EMPLOYSE INVESTIATIONS DEVELOPING INFORMATION OF INTERES?

; All cases investigeted under the character of Loyalty of Government 
Employees where any disloyal information is develoned should be considered under 

the Security Index Program. It is incumbent upon each Agent conducting such 

investigation to call the attention of the appropriate field superviser, heaving 


charge of the Security Index, to the ease in order that it may be given sich

it would be seriously incomplete without numerous individuals considered aad 
the loyalty progran. 


In this connection your attention is agin directed to Bureau Bulletin 
No. 28, Series 1948 wherein instructions.were issued thit in a loyalty investi- 
gation where an office conducts investigation in an area not covering the 
residence of the individuel and develops information of a disloyal nature reports 
must be submitted to the office covering*the residence crea. It is noted thet in 
numerous cases this practice has not been followed, even in cases whore Security 
Index Cards are presently on file on such subjects. 


Where an individual, who has been investigated under the loyalty pro- 
gram, is elso the subject of a Security Index Card it is desired that - dual 
character be used in reporta nemely loyalty of Government Employees; Security 
Matter - C, This will insure that the reports tre also given apprzpriate con- 
Siderction by the Security Index Desk at the Burenu as well as in the field. The 
reports should, of course, be written according to the standards prevailing for 
loyalty reports. 
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In all other types of investigations, exclusive of espionage, foreign 
intelligence, security, snd loyalty cases, which are covered separately, it is 
desired that the investimting agent bring the reported case to the attention of 
the appropriate supervising official of the Security Index and the Cormunist 
Index where informition is developed which could warrant the preparetion of 
either or both of the Index cards. This, of course, will include Atomic Energy 
Act investigntions, Voice of Americe a investigations, Departmental 
Applicants, Bureau Applicants, etc. : 


Where an individual is so investigated and he is presently the eee 4 
of a Security Index Card. a letter should be directed to the Bureau at the time

As previously weiternted on several occasions no mention must be made i 

in any investigntive report relating to the classifications of top functionaries I 
and key figures, nor to the Detcom or Comsab Programs, nor to the Security Index ; 

or the Communist Indox. These investigative procedures and ndministrative aids i 

\ are confidential and should not be known to any outside agency. | \

The purpose of investigations in this classification is to discharge the 
Bureau's responsibilities in the field of internal security by obtaining, 
correlating and coordinating informetion dealing with individuals and orginiestions 
whose activities could be considered inimical to the best interests of the United 
States, having in mind the mown policies of the Government. Individuals whose 
activities are desicned to promote the interests of another government, a3 oprosed 
to the interesis of the United States Government, should be considered for investi- 
gation. The object of such investigations is to obtain information to protect 
the immediate interests of the' United States and to afford evidence and information 


‘which will permit vrosecution or appropriate detention or other action against 


such individuals in the event of a nationsl emergency. 


All individuals whose activities and connections extend to the operations 
of.a foreign government's agents, officials and orgenizations, known or ausrected, 
should be considered for investigation under this classification. If the investi- 
gation indicates a specific violation, such as espionage or a violation of the 
Foreign Agents Registretion Act, the character of the case should, of course, be 
changed to reflect the proner violation. 


It is imperative that individuals investigated in this category be 
constantly borne in mind for inclusion in the Security Index. In the event 8 
subject investigated in this classification meets the standards of potential 
dangerousness, even though he is not a Communist, @ recommendution should be 
immediately made for the preparation of a Security Index card. He should also 
be considered for inclusion, when proper, in the Communist Index. Is is a 
primary responsibility of the investim@ting Agent and the supervising official in 
the Field to make the appropriate recommendation for the preparation of Security 
Index cards. The Security Index and Communist Index shall not be mentioned in 
any investigative renort since reports in tnis classification will be disaeminated 
to the intelligence agencies, mere the information contained therein may 2e of 
interest to them, in the same manner as reports are distributed concerning 
Communists. 


PURPOSE 


The general purpose for the above-mentioned changes is to clearly 
separate Internal Security - Nationalistic Tendency cases from cases dealing 
with the activities of and the membership of the Communist Party - USA, and 
other domestic groups. 
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Considerable confusion has been noted. both at the Seat of Government 
and in the Field, in agsiming classification numbers to Intermal Security - 
Nationalistic Tendency investigations. Many of the present pending cases are 
carried under the "  " classification. It will not te hecessary to change the 
file numbers of these bending cases, but the character of all randing cases 
should be changed to conform with the standards set forth above, and all new 
cases should be Opened under the " " classification number. The " " 
classification number shall be utilized only for the handling of investigations 
under the characters, Security Metter - © and Internal Security - C, and other 
domestic groups of similar character,

Special Avent points out that this would be of sreat 
assistance to avents reviewing the file, especially where the files are 
voluminous and consist of several sections. 


A review of Svecial avent . memorancum would indicate 
that he is well versed and understands the acministrative problem and investi- 
gative techniques of Security investirations. Kis suc-estion further anveirs 
to have value, especially with rezard to the older files containing volumes 
of inforration and serials. However, to institute such a procecure in the 
various case files would conceivabiy result in a very laree project for the 
field, consuminz much valuable time ty avents assiened to Security Work 
which could otherwise be used in actual investications. In view of the tine 
which would be consumed in the preparation of such abstract sheets and the 
difficulty in kceping such sheets in a current status, it is not believed 


desirable that such a sistem be authcrized. ——

(a) Present arrangement of Security Index at the Seat of Government. 


The Security Index at the Seat of Government at the present tine has 
two large breakdowns, namely, the alphabetical section and the geographical 
section. Tne alphabetical section contains the white main cards and blue alias. 
cards maintained in a strictly alpnavetical order without any breakcownse Also 
incivded in tae alphabetical sectica are the main white cards and alias ¢carcs 
on subjects whose incex cards nave been canceled. ‘he alphabetical secticn 
js in the nature of a control index and is used as the working index by the 


Security Index desk parsomnele 


The geographical section contains duplicave white cards of the white 
cards maintained in the alphabetical sectione However, the geographical secticn

It should be noted that the filing system as developed at the Seat 
of Government was to 4 large extent for the purpose of statistics and to be 
able to have the various groups sorted for informative and geographical 
purposes, whereas in the fidld the geographical will be the actual 
apprehension carde However, such statistics, listings, and taoulations 
are now availzole on snort notice from the Statistical Section by the way 
of the Isif cards, which statistics, listings, or tabulations can be arranged 
in any manner desired according to the information appearing on the carde 
Naturally, the data obtained from the Statistical section is far more accurate 
in that the numan element is eliminated ana because the efficiency and 
capability of the system permits far rore varied and intricate type of 
compilations. :

kept in a currant and up=towdate status at all tires, the weekly average 
of changes nas run at tne rats of approximately 255 per week during the 
period of August through Octover, 1949+ Each of these changes, ci course, 
requires a typing operation or an index card handling operation of sone 
type. OF these 255 changes per week tne averese has consisted of approximately 
70 nex cards, 30 cancelations, 30 changes of office of origin, and 125 other 

es of changes or additions such as enployment and ‘residence addresses,

You will recall that sone months agothe Security Index maintained. 
by the Seat of Government was duplicated on Ifii cards with the exception of 
certain items of information such as aliases, addresses, and information 
indicating that a subject is a key tigpre or a top functionarye 


Mr. QUMMEREM-of the Statistical Section has advised that the TU 

Conpaay has recently develosed a new machine known as the Cartatyoe Lachine 
Type 856 which is basically a document reproaucing macnine ior use in connection 
wits tne tabulating machiness Information ootained by hin fron the I3il people 
indicates that the machine could prepare 5 x @ cards by a means of an electrical 
‘typguriter ron information punched on taoulating cards. Auxiliary information 
could be typed on the carcs through the use or tue typewriter keyboard or 2 
murerical awtiliary keyboard. At the time the cards are prepared a tape could 

@ punched with the identical information whica tape could be used for the 
transnission ot the data by teletype, if necessarye 


The Cardatyps operates at a speed of 600 characters a minute and all 
the nornal functions of a typewriter such as sipping, tabulating, carriage: 
relaass may be accomplished autonatically. The auxiliary keyooard is key 
opsrated and is used to store information that is not pwnched in tne cards 
mtil it is ready to be typed. ‘This would provide a ready means of inserting 
dates, control nunbers, etc. The Cardatype may be stopped at any time either 
sutomatically or by the depression of the stop key so tnat information not 
contained in the card or the auwciliary keyboard may be typed manually. Trés 
would permit the typing of the employee's initials, etc. Tie use of the 
Cardatype for the preparation of the Security Index cards would permit the 
hizh speed preparation or as many copies of the card a5 desired for tne Seat.

Tf the Cardatype were used to prepare the Security Index cards,

The IB:i cards used in preparation of the Security Index cards can 
be made to provide complete statistical data and incorporate all the information 
presently appearing on the Security Index card. Tue Cardatype by way of the 
IBY card would provide a aiza speea automatic preparation or any necessary 
lists or cards. Full data could be incerporated on the I2?! card and 
subsequently by way of tne Cardatype placed on a5 XxX 8 Security Index cards 


The cost of the IB Cardatype is 9110 per month and it would further 
ba necessary to rent a card sorting device at the cost of 810. In addition, 
the statistical section has advised tnat on the basis of present activity 
in the Security Incex, that section would need one additional Grade 4 employee 
to perform the Worke * ; 


The normal delivery schedule on a Cardatyre is 16 months. This may

Qn the basis of the above data, it would appear that this machine 
can be used to advantage in connection with the Security Index at both the 
Seat of Govermaent and in the Field.

In the tield the 
work load would also be reduced to the extent of tio clerketypists.e However, 
the work load of these two coulda not be assigned to any parcicuiar ofiice but 
would, of course, o@ spreaa turougnout the lield. ‘ihe operavicn saving, of 
course, would be offset by the rental of the machine and the sorting device 
at $120 per month plus tae salary of one clerk GS 4 by the statistical section.

Tais suggestion the Security Division feels very worthy of consideration 
in view of the fact that the Security Index.as has previously been stated in 
connection with suggested simplification of the Security Index, is the very 
heart of the Internal Security prosram and as such entails a great deal of 
work including not only investigative activity bat administrative and clerical, 

As a picture of the activity or the Index which, you will recall, must be kept 

in a current and upsto-date status at all tines, the weekly average or changes 

has run at the rate of approximately 255 per week during the period of August 
through October, 1949. ach of these changes, of course, requires a typing 
operation or an index card handling operation of sone typee Of these 255 2 
changes per week the average has consisted of approximately 70 new cards, 

30 cancelations, 30 chanzes of office of origin, and 125 other types of 


chanzes or additions such as employment and residence addresses, names, 
addition of aliases, etce 
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. The use of the Ibli Cardatype machine would cause an immediate direct 
traceable savings of 31210 a year in salaries at the Scat of Government as well 
as the prorated savings throughout the rield of salaries of tio GS 3 clerks at 
a minimum of 95300.

of time. Temporary variations may occur from month to montn dependent upon 
- the nuaber of new recommendations or cancellations received during the period 
and dependent upon the exact status of the index as of the day the count is 
taken, ‘This nominal variation may on'a short term basis either reflect an 
apparent large increase such as in this listing over the January listing or may 
even reflect a nominal decrease. 


Although the Security Index count has steadily been increasing over 
the months, it is not anticipated that the total number of cards will continue 
to grow under the present standards required for inclusion of individuals 
in the index. Although new individuals are constantly being added this is 
offset by the number of individuals whe are heing removed from the index 
fsr various reasons, suc as Old age, infirmity, defection, renoval fron 
the Bureau's jurisdiction, etc. It is anticipated that the total volume 
of cards will increase primarily through the efforts of the “ew York office 
where the greatest untapped reservoir of cases still exists.. -

= _ Yhere are currently in use two forms for the Security Index, Form 
FD-122 is used to recommend a new Security Index card or to make changes in an- 
existing card and form ¥D-128 is used to change office of origin and transfer 
existing Security Index Cards, These forms and these procedures will continue to 
pe used and followed.

Names and Aliases on Security Index Cards and in Security Reports 


A recent review of security reports and Security Index cards at the 
Seat of Government has reflected a widespread confusion as to what is necessary 
end desirable in the title of security reports and the names and aliases on 
Security Index cards, Two getieral errors have been found, (1) attempting to 
“create” aliases by-making breakdowns of the full name of the subject and, 
- (2) carrying, as the main name, a rarried woman under her husband's name. The 
basic Bureau rule is that the full and correct name as well as all aliases should 
" be set forth in the title of security cases in accordance with the Handbook 
Part I, Section 46, page 31. Therefore, under (1) above if a subject's full © 
name was . ee that full name should be set forth and the break- 
gowns of the neme should _ not be shown as aliases, e.g. we ' 
pe See. eS hem , as these are all contained in the full and 
complete name. Thev ara. therafarea. not altacaa. Tn tha aama vain I+ haa hean 
noted that obvious misspelling of the subject's name and phonetic spellings of _ 
the name as obtained from confidential informants have been set forth as aliases. 
This is also undesirable, Of course, variations in spelling of a name as used 
by the subject himself should be shown as should nicknames and true aliases.

are incomplete in diverse items of information. This is especially true of such ©

attention the Security Index card should be reviewed to determine that the Bureau 
has been advised of all available and necessary data for the completion of the 
card end if this has not been done an appropriate form FD-122 should be executed.

Communist index. Of the 23,000 forms completed, 3,651 were determined to 
pertain to subjects who fell within the category of those who should be

With regard to the new policy and instructicns set forth in SAC 
Letter #18, the following figures are set forth in an attempt to estimate 

the potential Security Matter case openings in this office. At the present 
time there are approximately 3,000 Communist Index cards. Based on a 
previous survey made at the time the Communist Index was set up, it is 
estimated that 774 or roughly 33,000 of these cards are on different 
individuals, the remaining ones being alias cards, Included in this figure 
are cards on approximately 2,700-individuals who are already the subjects 

of Security Index cards, It is further estimated that since April, 1548, 
investigations have been conducted on between 1,100 and 1,500 individuals 

on Whom no Security Index card was recommended. In addition, it is 

estimated that background investigations were conducted on approximately 

4,000 Communists in 194 and 1945. Therefore, it is estimated that the 
Communist Index contains approximately 25,000 cards on individuals who have 
not been investigated.

“In analyzing the new Bureau instructions as they effect Security 
investigaticns in the New York Office, it was not deemed advisable to use 
the Communist Index as a basis for brqadening the scope of Security investi- 
gations in view of the fact that SAC Letter #48 instructed that there should 
be considered for the Security Index individuals who are present, active, 
participating members of Communist groups, It is believed that the best 
way to comply with the Bureau instructions is to open these cases as 
information is received and processed indicating current Communist activity 
on the part of a subject, In this connection, it is noted that approximately 
1,000 pieces of infornation pertaining to individuals is received each month 
from infornants of all types, that is, trash covers, technical surveillances 
and live informants. Crdinarily, this information is received on the more 
active Communists, many of whom are the subjects of dead . files but who 
have never been investigated beceuse they did not fall within the previously 
mentioned category upon which case openings were based.

Reference is respectfully made to SAC Letters Ko. 18 and 
No. 54, Series 1550, dated July 25, 1950 and August 4, 1950, respectively, 
Wherein the Bureau advised that it has been found necessary to broaden 
our stardarcs to include in the Security Index tke mmes of all imividwls 
who are present, active, participating members of the Communist Party or 
related groups, or who actively espouse thea line of those groups, regardless 
ef the individual's leadership in the Party, present employment or past 
activities. : eae . 


It is telieved that this is a sound policy and that mxixun 
results should be obtained in the shortest period of time in view of the 
critical interratioml situation. It is further believed that the implica- 
tion to be drawn from the referenced SAC Letters is that eventually every 
present member of the Commnist Party will te a Security Index subject. In 
the case of New Haven, at the present tine we have approximately 250 Security 
Index sudjects who are members of or adhere to the Commnict Party. 


According to reliable information available to this office ; 
the total membership of the Communist Party in Conrecticut at the present 

time is approximately 800. This means that as far as the New Haven Office 

is concerned 550 additional persons will eventually be placed on the Security 
Index. At the presert time this office Las 35 Agerts assigned to it, excltsive 
of the SAC and the ASAC. Two additional Agents have been assigned to this 
office tut Lave not yet arrived, As of July 31, 1950, this office had a 

total of 290 security cases. Since July 31st, approximately eighty additional 
cases have been opened and it is anticipated that this figure will continue 

to rise. caer 


Under the present Bureau requirements it is necessary 
prior to receiving approval from the Eureau for a Security Index subject, to 
submit a report. The Bureau further requires that considerable information 
concerning backgrcund, CP membership, and activities, related activities 
and the like be cbtained and reported, This means that considerable time 
wust be spent conducting investigation. As far as this office is concerned, 
if the deduction is correct that 550 additicnal persons may be placed on the 
Security Index in this office, considerable investigative time will be utilized 
in making these investigations. In 90% of these: cases the investigation will 
pertain to members who may be classified as routine and who, under previous 
Bureau policy, woulc not have been actively, investigated, This, therefore,

Further, it is pointed out that a considerable period of 
time elapses between the forwarding of the FD~122 to the Bureau and the 
receipt of the anended Security Index cards in the field. Under the 
present system in order to have the most recent change in the status of 
the subject reflected in the field's Security Index cards, it is necessary 
that a toaporary notation be made on the card pending receipt of the new 
card from the Bureau. This is all that is required and, as a matter of 
fact, it is believed that the preparation of cards donating changes in the 
status of a Security Index subject at the Bureau is ummecessary.

The fact that the file is re-_ 
ceived on the desk with the administrative tickler is an immediate

(2) Cards or other raterial which are attached to the out- 


-gide of the file cover are easily torn off when a file is active and 


frequently handled. This is evidenced by the mmber of damaged dic- 
tation slips that are noticed from past experience. 


(3) The present Bureau procedure wherein the Bureau by let- 
ter grants authority to cancel an SI card is adequate without placing |

Reference is being made to the present system utilized 
by the Bureau whereby the Bureau prepare the Security Index card for the 
field division and transmits to the Divisions the Security Index card for 
filing. 

{The Bureau's attention is being caiiea bu uli uetegs 
granted this division by the late Inspector Gurnea to utilize the color ; 
card system in connection with tabbing of the cards for Detcom and Comsad.: }. 
This office has been using blue cards for Detcom subjects and salmon cards: 
for Comsab. As a result of the system presently utilized by the Bureau, we 
cannot operate our color tao system, Further it is noted that the weight of 
the cards presently being furnished the field by the Burcau is so light as 
to make it impractical to use any metal tab system. It is, therefore, ‘being 
recomended that the Bureau consider using the colored curd in designating 
individuals for Detcom and Comsabe 


If the colored cards are not available at the Bureau or 
it does not feel that it would be advantageous to use that system, then it 
is being recommended that the field be permitted to merely circle in red 
or blue pencil the notations "DC" or "CD" as appearing on the top center of 
the cards. In this way, the Detcom and Comsab subjects will be easily 
discernible from a check of the file. Although it is realized that it weild 
take a little longer to pull the Detcom and Comsab cards by utilizing this 
system over the colored metal tab system, nevertheless, it is felt that the 
difference in time will be so negligible as to not justify instituting the 
metal tab system which system has certain obvious disadvantages. F 

Since the problem outlined above is an urgent one for the 
New York Office, the, Bureau is requested to expedite its consideration of 
the above recomnendaticn.
